The sharp about-face was 
disclosed on the eve of 
the Big Three-sponsored 
talks which Egyptian 
president Gamal Abdel 
Nasser rejected 50 
bluntly on Sunday.

Dies

Bertold Brecht, author of 
the libretto for “The Three- 
penny Opera” and = con- 
sidered one of Germany's 
modern writers, 
died last night of a heart 
aulment, the 
radio reported today. 

Brecht, who was $8, achieved 
world fume as a result of “The 
Threcpenny Opera”, which he 
wrote in 1928 and which was 
recenuy revived. Kort Weill 
wrole the music. 

Brecht was 4s Communist and 
bolder of the Stalin Peace 
Prize, 

His first success wos « dramo, 
“Drums in the Night", which 
was first produced in Munich 
in 1923. He ister worked in 
Berlin ia a director but fled 
Germany during Adolf Hitler's 
rive to power, 

He spent three years tn the 
Soviet Union, from 1936 to 
United 
Slates in 1941, where he re- 
mained until 1047. 

THEATRE GROUP 

Bac« in Germany, Brecht and 
his wife, Helen Welgel, founded 
the Berliner Ensemble, a theatre 
froup that produced such 
Brecht plays as “Mother 
Courage."* 

Although his plays and poctry 
flourished in prOwar Germany 
and during his ¢xfle in other 
countrics, his art was stified 
under the Communists of East 
Germany in recent years. 

In 1962 his play “The Inter- 
rogation of Lacullus” opened in 
Esst Bertin, but the Commu- 
nists objected to its pactast 
theme and ordered him to re- 
write the story. 

He was owarded the Stalin 
Peace Prize in 1954.—United
